OVER 800,000 
YANKEE TROOPS 
NOW IN FRANCE 


Gen. March, Chief of Staff, 
Says Million Will Be 
There by J uly 1 


SPEED IS IMPERATIVE 


General Says Situation of 
Allies Is More Favorable 
Than in Months 


B y A ssociated P ress Leased Wire 
Washington, J une 15.— More than 
800,000 American troops have been 
sent to France 
since 
the United 
States entered the war, and the g ov­ 
ernment ex pects to have a million 
men in service over seas by J uly 1st. 
This disclosure was made by Gen. 
March, chief of staff, at his 
first 
weekly 
conference with newspaper 
correspondents today, and earlier by 
war department officials to members 
of the Senate Military Committee. 
The figures include all branches 
of the service necessary for a com­ 
plete army— combatant and non-com­ 
batant units. 
All war department 
reports concerning troops sent across 
will be on this basis. 
Situation More Favorable 
“ The situation of the allies is more 
favorable than it has been for many 
months,” Gen. March said. 
So many 
American troops have been 
sent 
across that their numbers are now 
nearly Sufficient 
to 
counterbalance 
the losses sustained by the allies. 
Gen. March summarized the battle 
situation w'ith the four phases of the 
g reat German offensive halted, but 
with the final battles yet to come. 
To meet the emergency, he said, only 
the lack of shipping facilities is lim­ 
iting the rush of Americans to the 
fighting front, and their prompt en­ 
g a g ement in the strug gle is a para­ 
mount necessity. 
.Map Illustrations 
The conference was held in 
the 
War Council room. 
On the walls 
hung great maps, and Gen. March 
pointed to the colored pins marking 
the opposing armies at each place, as 
he talked. 
Continuing, he said: “ The obvious 
object of the German advance Is: 
“ First, the channel ports, the capture 
of which would make it necessary 
for England in her shipping to go 
further up the sea, thus slowing it 
up and making it more dangerous; 
second, Paris, a point of immense 
strategic value and of great impor­ 
tance to the people of France.” 
Stra ightened Line 
The fighting of the past week on 
the 
Oise-Aisne 
front, 
he 
demon­ 
strated, was designed to straig hten 
out the German battle front rather 
than as a direct blow on any objec­ 
tive. 
Further operations 
of 
this 
character may be ex pected before the 
drive for the channel can be resumed, 
he said. 
He added that up to the present 
the bulge in the line had added 66 
miles to the allied front from Rheirar 
to the sea and that a large number 
of the allied forces 
had 
been a b ­ 
sorbed in holding it. 
This, he said, 
makes it urgent that American force 
be rushed forward without delay. 
He would make no prediction as 
to the time American aid might give 
the allies a superiority in number;. 
The time and size of the movement; 
of the enemy forces from the east to 
the west could not be estimated, he 
stated, nor could he estima te the da 
the allies would have the “ ma ster­ 
ing superiority” of numbers which is 
eventua l.

The heroism of the veteran troops 
who in these last days have inflicted 
such terrific losses on the flower of 
the German army has given the foe 
a rude shock. 
The Germans probably will try to 
break through somewhere else, but 
the allies, with their armies under 
the command of Gen. Foch, are confi­ 
dent that they will check the Ger­ 
mans anywhere.

Official annou ncements show that 
approximately half a million Ameri­ 
can soldiers have landed in France 
since the German drive began.

Ho ld Fifty Miles o f Fro nt 
At a recent date American forces 
hold in all more than fifty miles of 
the whole western front.

France is debating regu lations to 
compel registration of nationality by 
manu factu rers and trades people, so 
the nation which has borne the 
bru nt of the German assau lt may not 
u nwittingly send gold to provide the 
fu nds for another war. Italy has is­ 
su ed ft decree requ iring declarations 
of nationality. Others of the allied 
cou ntries are discu ssing similar ac­ 
tion, despite opposition in some of­ 
ficial qu arters

German du plicity and intrigu e re­ 
vealed in the last fou r 
years have 
strengthened fears in Eu ropean cou n 
tries that Germany may attempt, to 
market her goods when peace comes 
by means of masked experts, giving 
the impression that they originated 
elsewhere. Official dispatches, 
qu ot­ 
ing financial writers, say that it is to 
he expected France for some time 
after the wTar ends will be dependent 
u pon imports, becau se the most im­ 
portant indu strial districts have been 
devastated by the invaders and in o r­ 
der to prevent u nwitting bu ying

enemy goods, three 
measu res have 
been su ggested: 
1. To establish a personal register. 
2. To establish a trade register. 
3. To demand the national mark 
pu t on all goods imported to France. 
With regard to the personal reg 
ister, it is the intention to make one 
for each commu nity, containing the 
names and addresses of all the 
in­ 
habitants, their birthplaces and the 
names of their parents. 
All sto re­ 
keepers shall hang in their shops 
a 
sign plainly stating their nationality. 
On (he basis of this personal regis­ 
ter. a trade register shall be kept, as 
in Italy, Spain. Sweden, Norway, Den 
mark, Switzerland and Germany. 
There is no intention 
of boycot­ 
ting German goods. Economists have 
pointed ou t that su m a step wou ld 
he a senseless thing to do and the in 
tention in France is only to control 
the German imports and keep them 
within hou nds so that they will do no 
harm. To that end, the Frenrh syndi­ 
cates have su ggested that it be made 
obligatory for all imports 
to hear 
the national trade mark of the cou n­ 
try of origin. 
Writers in neu tral Eu ropean co u n­ 
tries have pointed ou t that su ch in­ 
ternational protective system wou ld 
do away with all su spicion regarding 
the origin of goods, make access 
to 
the big markets easier and protect 
them against being monopolized by 
more powerfu l states. 
Germany is not missing a chance 
to prepnre for bu sly ess fater the war.
